Extract of 2 Letter from Lord Viscoumt Dugcan, Admiral of 
the White, &&. co EvAw Nerray, Esq. dated on board the 
Kent, off the Tetel, the 4th July 1799. — 

I sxczoss, for their Lordihips information, a let- 
ter I received yellerday from Captain Winthrop, of his 
Majelty’s thip Circe. 
' My Loxp, Circe, at Sea, Fune 29- £799 

Havin received information that feveral Dutch gun- 
eeflels were lying at the back of the island of Amelaod, 
and Capts. Temple and Boorder, of his Majefty’s floops 
Jaloufe and L'&ipeighe, having very haodfomely volun- 
teered their fervites to cut them out, I ordered the boats 
of his Majeity’s thyps named in the margin* to proceed 
under their command on the night of the 27th inflant 
for that purpofe, and’anchored with the ships as near 
the hore as poflible, in readinets to afford every aflift- 
‘ance in my power. - 

Tam rhs to fay, it now appears that the gun-veifcls 
had previouily thifted their birth with the ebb tide, and 
‘were lying a-groynd when the boats. got 1m, at a place 
where it was impofhble to get near them. ‘The officers 
aad men were therefore ordered to cutout as many vef- 
fels from the wadde as it might be practicable to bring 
away; and I hiave the fatisfation to add, they fucceed- 
ed im getting out twelve, without a man being killed or 

ed, though the enemy annoyed them as much as 
¢ from their barteries. Six of or _ va-
